This proved a very inter’ 
esting and exciting subject for: de- 
| bate, and convincing arguments were 
advanced by both sides. The affirma- 
tive side pointed out the. enormous 
expense of the nations in supporting 
their vast standing armies and 
navies, while on. a peace or war 
footing, and advanced and emphasiz- 
ed as their strongest argument the 
‘famous saying of an American gener- 
al,*“‘War is h—.’”’ On the other 
hand, those defending the negativo 
side granted their opponénts all their 
arguments in favor of war, but show- 
ed that actual war was not in con- 
tinual cperatioa throughout the 
world among all the nations, and 
they proved in even more convincing 
language and figures the momentar- 
ily, ever exacting, almost incompre- 
hensible price in money that nations 
pay in toll for allowing the legalized 
liquor trade to do business. In 
short, they proved conclusively: what 
a gigantic farce, what. a -waste of 
money which might be used for the 
development of more useful objects 
for the benefit of humanity, what 
economic folly it was for govern- 
ments to allow. such a trade -to-.pre- 
vail; considering the trivial, small 
and almost infinitesimal taxes they 
collected therefrom, when all allow- 
ance is made for the crime, disease 
and death attributable and traceable 
to the trade in intoxicating liquors. 
The judges appointed were Messrs. 
Keast, Heyworth, and Madames 
Ingersoll, Eakin and Puzey. They 
gave their decision in favor of tho 
negative.

Britain Has a Full Squad: 
ron of Oreadnoughts 


London, December 4.—Great Brit- 
ain now possesses a full squadron of 
eight battleships of the Superdread- 
nought type, the most compact and 
powerful fighting force in the world. 


These eight ships, which mount in 
the aggregato 80 13.5 guns: and - 183 
4d-inch guns, cost the British nation 
something over $70,000,000 but after 
all they form only a part of the 
British fleet. The Ajax, the commis- 
sioning of which completed this 
squadron, was the eighteenth battle- 
ship of the dreadnought era to take 
her place in the fleet that guards 
these coasts, and it is less than eight 
years since the first dreadnought was 
laid down. England has _ therefore 
spent in battleships and battlecruis- 
ers alone in those eight years up- 
ward of $150,000,000, and each year 
her ships, each being an improve- 
ment over the last, are costing her 
more,

The government’s policy of protec- 
tion was described at length, and Mr. 
Bennett explained how the tariff 
wall benefitted, the Dominion. He 
charged that the heads of the great 
trusts and mergers in Canada were 
connected with the Liberal party, 
and mozntioned the names of. Sir Mel- 
ville Jones, of Massey-Harris comr 
pany, Senator Edwards of the ce- 
ment merger, Senator Frost, of 
Frost and Wood, Senator Mackay, of 
Montreal, and Senator Dandurand, 
of the same city. 

The speaker also took advantage 
of the occasion to say a good word 
for trade unionism, and he urged 
all the members of trade unions 
within the sound of his voice to 
support their organizations which 
constituted the only means by. which 
they could protect and  conserye 
their rights. 

One of the most interesting dec- 
larations was the statement that, 
under a protective policy, Calgary 
could be made into another Minne- 
apolis, and it would be his delight, 
he said, to work with that object 
in view.

POLITICS IN SASKATCHEWAN. 


“That two hundred names of men 
qualified to vote had been omitted 
“7from the, voters’ list in the constitu- 
ency of* Pinto Creek during the 
election ,of 1912; that the polling 
‘booths and places of registration 
shad been purposely placed in’ such 
positions where it would be practi- 
~eally impossible for a large number 
of the voters of the district ‘to reach 
them ; that ‘he, could produce abso- 
lute evidence of all these assertions, 
were. thé startling statements made 
by W.'B. Willoughby, leader of the 
Opposition, ‘in the Legislature- of 
~ Saskatchewan, Wednesday afternoon 
_ last. The; “Speech: of Mr. Willoughby 
was mhde zin- ‘support -of his motion 
asking the government to refer the 
revision of: the voters’ list to the 
“committee on privileges and — elec- 
~ tions. 

The resolution is as_ follows 
“That the acts and _ proceedings 
which had been taken by the regis- 
trar under the Seskatchewan Elec- 
tions act in the matter of the re- 
vision of fhe voters’ lists for 1912, 
for the electoral district of -Pinto 
Creek, be referred to the-committee 
on privileges and elections, and that 
such committee have power to send 
for persons, ‘papers and records.” 
«Mr. Willoughby,-in the course of 
his speech, ;. pointed cout that but 
three registration sittings had been 
‘held in this constituency. The loca- 
tion of the sitting has been decided 
at very inconveniént positions, -he 
said, in contravention of the act, 
which explicitly states that a suit- 
‘able and convenient place should be 
* chosen, in consideration of the loca- 
tion of the polling stations. ‘‘I can 
- produce evidence before the commit- 
tee,” stated Mr. Willoughby, to 

prove that Mr. Dupius, the regis- 
trar, said previous to the elections 
that the. Conservatives in the south- 
ern portion of the province would 
be disqualified from voting.’’

omissions of the names of qualified 

voters at the different polls are as 
. follows : Poll four, in township one,

The annual esting of the 
Deer Agricultural Society .was, held 
on Saturday afternoon last in’ the 
city_ hall, with President W. -E. 
Lord in the chair. 

There was not a very large attend- 
ance of members present. 

‘The following is the President’s 
address and financial statement : 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Red Deer, Alta., Dec. 6th, 1913. 

Gentlemen : 

At the annual meeting held in this 
hall on December 7th, 1912, recomr 
mendations were made and approved 
for the levelling and grading of the 
F'xhibition Grounds, providing of a 
judging ring, the moving of tha 
grand stand which was in the centre 
field, the removing of the old exhibi- 
tion building to another location, 
and the installation of electric light- 
ing system, all of which were com- 
pleted, excepting the electric light- 
ing system. which is partially 
stalled, and in its present condition 
is incomplete. 

Other recommendations were 
building of another horse barn, two 
cattle, barns, a sheep and swine 
building, and two wings, each 75 it. 
in length, added to the general éx- 
hibits jbuilding, which were found 
impossible to complete on account 
cf the general financial conditions, 
and the old exhibits building was 
placcd at the disposal of the Horti- 
cultural Society for this year’s ex- 
hibition. 

The race track was widened on the 
home stretch to the standard width 
of 60 ft. and graded and partially 


‘|drained, and other repairs and work 


of improvement were done on the 
grounds, including a row of box 
stalls along the west fence extending 
north to the old exhibition building. 

We were fortunate in being able to 
rent three large tents in which to 
house the stock in the absence of 
the new barns reguired, and on the 
second afternoon of the exhibition I 
made a personal inspection of ‘all 
the barns and stalls, ,and found only 
three temporarily empty stalls, and 
six used for accommodation of the 
attendants of stock, while in twenty- 
eight stalls were two grown animals 
each, which should have had_ separ- 
ate stalls. This does not include 
mares and foals in stalls ; and in the 
housing of cattle, sheep and swine, 
extra accommodation was found 
necessary, and partially provided at 
the last moment, and while the ac- 
commodation was not all that could 
have been desired, the exhibitors 
who were inconvenienced appreciated 
the effort made by the directors to 
makes them as comfortable as pos- 
sible. 

The undesirable features which in- 
troduce themselves into the outside 
attractions were eliminated entirely 
this year, the committee in charge 
of that department refusing tonces- 
sions that would have paid an ad- 


ditional revenue of $700.00, which 
was greatly to the credit of this 
committee in maintaining a_ clean 


exhibition. 

The races and the grand stand at- 
tractions proved very strong draw- 
ing cards, and it will be necessary 
at an early date to arrange for our 
attractions for next year. 

The co-operation of the Horticul- 
tural Society proved to our mutual 
advantage, and it will be well to 


provide permanent accommodation 
for the Horticultural Society ex- 
hibits. 


The attendance was ruch larger 
than last year. All appeared to be 
pleased, and it was pronounced a 
decided success, the Superintendent 
of Fairs placing it in third place in 
rank in the Exhibitions of the Prov- 
ince of Alberta 1n the year 1913, 
which should encourage us to pre: 
pare our programme for even a larg- 
er exhibition next year. 

The prize list of last year was re- 
vised and considerably enlarged, and 
it will be necessary to make a_fur- 
ther revision and extension to the 
prize list of this year. 

The standing field grain competi- 
tion was not as successful as in 
1912, because of the smaller number 
of entries made. In the barley com- 
petition there were only four entries 
and there being four prizes, the first 
prize was withdrawn, and the prizes 
were made to read $50, $35 and $15. 
Notices were sent, to the several par- 
ties who had entered in this class, 
advising that if they were not satis- 
fied they were at liberty to with- 
draw, and, following the experience 
of this year, the Society will not be 
justified in offering such liberal priz- 
es in the standing field grain compe- 
tition for 1914. 

The Government seed grain exhibi- 
tion held in January, under the aus- 
pices of the Society, was an absolute 
failure, there being no interest what- 
ever taken in this competition, and 
the advisability of having a seed 
grain fair next January should bo 
decided at this meeting. Should 
there be men here today who will 
pledge themselves to make exhibits 
sufficient to make the — exhibition 
interesting in Jadwuary, I am_ sure 
the directors will be pleased to 
complete the arrangements with the 
Department of Agriculture. 

The dates have already been ar- 
ranged for the 1914 exhibition, being 
August 18th—2Ist, in the same week 
as this year. By direction of your 
Board, I attended the annual Fair 
and Racing Circuit meeting at Sas- 
kutoon when the dates were set, and 
I beg to report have a very interest- 
ing session in the securing of our 
dates, which were really at a pre- 
mium this year, so much so that 
'Mcdicine Hat was actually obliged 
to stay out of the circuit,

built, and“necessary accommodation 
provided, we were obliged to spend 
$1,733.70 on capital account, and 
we nqw find ourselves with a deficit 
of $1,533.79, which we pray and ex- 
pect the city to make‘a grant to 
cover, and as the city must be our 
financial support, I have invited His 
Worship Mayor Galbraith, with his 
Council, to consider with us today 
a policy which should ~be _ mutually 
satisfactory and acceptable to the 
city and to the Agricultural Society. 
In discussing this matter with the 
Council, it. has been suggested that 
we have a financial and working 
committee of nine, the Council nomi- 
nating five directors who will act on 
this committee, and the Agricultural 
Society to appoint the other members 
of this committee which shall have 
power to act. As the city is entire- 
ly responsible for the financing of 
the Exhibition, I presume that all 
the members of the- Agricultural 
Society will approve of ‘this sugges- 
tion. 
As Red Deer is recognized as -the 
premier dairying district of Western 
Canada, it is in order that we-shall 
emphasize the dairying department, 
featuring it as prominently as -pos- 
sible, introducing and demonstrating 
modern methods and offering special 
prizes. 
Poultry being one of fhe most 
profitable of the smaller industries 
which every farmer can handle con- 
veniently, and with very little  in- 
vested, I -believe we should extend 
our poultry lists to the extent of 
that of Wetaskiwin and. this year en- 
courage an outside exhibitor or two 
to show their stock here, which will 
be for sale, and to encourage the 
people of this district to introduce 
into their flocks some of the more 
profitable classes. ~ 
In conclusion I wish to express, 
very emphatically, my appreciation 
of the splendid work done by the 
directors, and wish to assure the 
members of this Agricultural Society 
that the credit for the success of the 
1913 exhibition is due to the 
splendid work done by the active 
directors, all of whom, I believe, are 
ready and anxious to do their share 
and more to make the exhibition of 
1914 eclipse all previous records. 
All of which is submitted.
